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FOREWORD : 


The role of statistics and information in the 21* century has became 


indispensable in the preparation and implementation of economic and social 


development plans both in high and middle income countries. In this regard, 
quality and reliable statistical data production is highly demanded by policy and 
decision makers, researchers and other data users at all levels. 


In Ethiopia, reliable and timely statistical data are required for the purpose 
of launching the short, medium and long-term socio-economic development 
plans and for realizing the free market economy system that has been in 
operation since 1991. To avail reliable and timely statistical data to coordinate 
the country's statistical system, National Statistical Council has been established. 
In addition, National Strategy for the Development of Statistics (NSDS) 
document has been prepared and become operational with the coordination of 
sector ministries, regional bureaus and international organizations 


Since 1980's the Central Statistical Agency has carried-out several socio- 
economic and demographic surveys and these surveys include Agricultural 
Sample Survey; Price; Household Income; Consumption and Expenditure; 
Welfare Monitoring; Large and Medium Scale Manufacturing Industries; Smail 
Scale Manufacturing Industries; Informal Sector; Distributive Trade and 
Services; National Labour Force; Health and Nutrition; Demographic and 
Health; Child Labour; Annual Employment /Unemployment, etc. Moreover, the 
first ever Ethiopian Agricultural Sample Enumeration (Census) was conducted in 
2001/02 and the census results have been processed, evaluated, analyzed and the 
agricultura! census reports have been prepared at woreda, zonal, regional and 
country levels and disseminated to data users. 


Furthermore, three National Population and Housing Censuses were 
conducted in 1984, 1994 and 2007 respectively. The data processing, analyzing 
and compiling of the reports have been completed and disseminated to the users. 
Besides these, the first ever Inter-censual Survey has been conducted in 2011/12

where the data collection was completed and the data processing, analyzing and 
preparation of the reports have been on progress. 


The Agency has also traveled significant milestones in its effort of 
utilizing of the new Information Technology for its data collection, analysis and 
dissemination. The ongoing effort in coordinating the National Statistical System 
through development and implementation of the Ethiopian Data Quality 
Assurance Framework and development of Common Standards, Concepts, and 
Classifications are good examples of statistical development of the country. 


As usual, the Agency has done its best to publish the thirty seventh issue 
of the Annual Statistical Abstract of 2012/13 in bilingual i.e. Amharic and 
English. The Publication presents a wide range of data illustrating various socio- 
economic conditions of the country. 


Finally, compliments are due to the various government ministries, 
agencies, private organizations and individuals for their cooperation in providing 
the required data on time for the preparation of the Abstract. My compliments 


also extend to the staff of the Central Statistical Agency for their efforts in 
producing this edition.
